OTTAWA, Aug, 24.—(CP)—The 
number of Canadian soldiers re- 
ported missing as a result of the 
battle of Dieppe last Wednesday 
rose by 99 today with the issue of 
the sixth army casualty list since 
the battle. 

The list contained 102 names, The 
other three were reported respec- 
tively wounded, suffering from 
shock and suffering from fatigue.

‘Labor Affirms | 
Full Efforts — 
In War Drive 


WINNIPEG, Aug. 24—(CP)—) 
Labor must continue to make | 
every effort to ensure victory and 
| play its part in establishment of 
a just and permanent peace, said 

the annual report of the Canadian 
| Trades and Labor Congress ex- 
| ecutive council presented at the 
58th annual convention here to- 
| day. : 
| Signed by Tom Moore of Ottawa 
| President, and other council offi 
| cers, the report said that in order 
|to speed victory “it has sometimes 
| been necessary for those who toil 
to sacrifice many of their hard-won 
| rights and privileges, and the ex- 
}ecutive has continued to fight 
| against exploitation of the workers’ | 
rights in the name of patriotism.” 
| About 300 delegates from across 
| Canada, representing 2,000 affiliated 
local unions, trades and labor coun- 
cils and provincial federations of 
| labor, attended the open sessions. 
| With 275 resolutions submitted by

throughout the week 

The executive said the congress

As he has done for many years past, 
Dr. Little points out the health danger re- 
sulting from this congestion and stresses 
the imperative nature of the need. 

What Dr. Little says is absolutely 
right. Unless Edmonton can find a way to 
relieve this congestion, the city is going to 
suffer morally, physically, and in morale. 

Unfortunately, although Edmonton 
and Edmonton institutions can make pow- 
erful representations in this matter, the 
remedy lies almost entirely in the hands 
of Ottawa. How can Ottawa be persuaded 
to move? How can Ottawa be persuaded 
to bring this city within the scope of the’ 
Dominion Housing Act, a privilege which 
so far has been denied all Alberta by the 
mortgage companies? : 

The Dominion Housing Act, which 
provides mortgage loans for building pur- 
poses at five per cent over a period of 20 
years, has been a great success in Canada. 
Under its provisions, the Dominion furn- 
jshes some of the money; the mortgage 
companies furnish the rest, ; 

Since 1930, the mortgage companies 
have refused to loan money in Alberta on 
mortgages because of certain restrictions 
imposed by the provincial government 
against foreclosures, These restrictions 


were absolutely necessary and are still 
necessary to protect the public against 


outrageous interest rates on short term 
mortgages, 

The mortgage companies have agreed 
to lend no money in Alberta on the excuse 
that these foreclosure restrictions render 
their loans insecure. 

That claim, so far as money loaned 
under the Dominion Housing Act is con- 
cerned, is absolutely false because it is 
Dominion money, and the Act distinctly 
specifies that provincial legislation shall 
have no control over it. None of the pro- 
vincial restrictions apply to money loaned | 
under this Act, and the mortgage com- | 
panies know it. é 

What gripes the mortgage companies 
and inspires their attitude towards Al- | 
berta, in housing loans, is the fact that 
many old mortgage debts in this province 
remain unpaid because it is beyond mortal 
power to pay them. 

This spiteful attitude towards Alberta 
could be ended in five minutes by the 
Dominion Department of Finance. But the 
Federal Department of Finance, particu- 
larly Deputy Minister Dr. W. C. Clark, | 
who administers the Housing Act, seems 
to be completely under the domination of | 
the mortgage companies. 

That state of affairs 
enough, 

It is not good enough that Edmonton 
children should live in slums and health 
conditions deteriorate in this city simply 
because a group of financiers proposes to 
discipline this province for being unable 
to meet the fantastic interest rates on old 
debts. 

The Dominion Housing Act was _ in- 
tended for the benefit of all Canadians, 
Edmonton people and Edmonton organ- | 
izations should not rest until Ottawa is 
made to realize that these benefits must 
be made available to this city without 
delay,

A Fair Deal Ruling 


The wartime prices and trade board 
has ruled that manufacturers cannot sa- 
botage the purpose of regulations by | 
ceasing to turn out low-price lines of 
staple goods and producing only the de 
luxe types. They must continue to pro- 
duce and sell goods of the same kind and 
quality they were producing during | 
the basic period, and in the same price 
range. 

The effect is that the person who has 
only a moderate or a small income will | 
get a fair “break” as against his wealthy 
neighbor, He will be able to get the | 
grades of goods he can afford, despite «| 
any curtailment of bulk production that | 
may be necessary. If there has to be such | 
curtailment of output, the manufacturers 
are left free to make fewer of the high- 
priced brands. | 

More money is to be made turning | 
out, say, fancy gloves than plain ones. If 


as 


a manufacturer can turn out only so 
many pairs he naturally prefers to make 
only the finer grades. That would not vio- 
late the price ceiling regulations, but it 
would boost the cost of living — and 
would mean that some must go without 


gloves, The ruling is therefore a fair deal | 
for low-income people. 

Whether this ruling is only precau- | 
tionary, or whether manufacturers have 
been actually dropping the cheaper 
brands and turning their available mate- 
rials into the more expensive types, is not 
stated. The inference that there was 
some actual abuse to be stopped.

Afraid To Release Them 


M. Laval has broken the news to the 
French people that either he lied to them 
in a recent official statement or Hitler has 
double-crossed both him and them. 


When a few weeks ago he called upon 
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“God Sends the Grub—The Devil Sends the Cook” 


Frenchmen to collaborate more closely 
with the Nazis, Laval did so in the name 
of the French prisoners of war. Hitler 
had promised that one of these would be 
released and allowed to return to France 
for each Frenciiman who volunteered to 
work in a German war factory; wherefore 
it was urged to be the duty of French civi- 
lians to flock to the Reich industrial 
centres. 

But now the chief of the peculiar or- 
ganization at Vichy which calls itself a 
government has revised the story. He says 
one prisoner is to be released for each 
three voluntary workers who go to Ger- 
many; and that not more than 50,000 of 
them will be released in any case. 

Whether this trickery was executed 
at Berlin or Vichy, Laval apparently of- 
fered no explanation for it. He merely an- 
nounced it as an accomplished fact; either 
because French civilians refused to take 
the bait or because as many as were need- 
ed had already delivered themselves into 
the grip of the gestapo guards at the 
Reich munitions plants. 

One point needs no explaining; why 
only a trifling fraction of the million and 
a quarter French war prisoners are to be 
allowed to go home. Hitler is afraid to 
turn them loose; and Laval is equally or 
even more afraid of what they would do 
to him and the Quisling cabinet.

In a country like Canada, and

educated specialist accustomed to

Any other specialist of similar 


efficiency and experience—be he 


an engineer, an accountant, a

But the cook—the good camp 
cook of long experience—who has 
been a veritable king in his own 
kitchen and dining room, who has 
for years earned a salary equal to 
or greater than the average en- 
gineer or executive in the camps 
in which he works, is expected to 
enter the army as a private with 
the glorious prospect of maybe, 
someday, becoming a sergeant. 


The result is, that he—as a rule— 
doesn’t enlist, and really good and 
experienced cooks are as scarce as 
hen’s teeth in the modern Cana- 
dian Army. 

The army, at present, seems to 
be making a move in the right 
direction. It is going to commis- 
sion some cooks, giving them the 
authority, prestige and pay which 
they should have. 

But until we recruit our cooks on 
the same basis as we recruit other 
highly trained executives and spe- 
cialists, the boys in the ranks of 
Canada’s army will be fed by 
dollar-twenty-a-day cooks—and the 
Devil will continue to send a lot 
of them. .

Nazi Germany Continually Puts Out Peace Feelers

Somebody meets somebody at a 
cocktail party in a neutral country 
and recounts what somebody else 
said yesterday at so-and-so’s lun- 
cheon about the futility of the 
attempt to win a complete victory. 
The gossip may be no more dan- 
gerous or purposeful than idle talk 
on a front porch. - But on the other 
hand it may be based on orders 
direct from Hitler, Goering, a Nazi- 
owned industrial magnate or an 
important Reichswehr general. 

It is the nature of peace offers 


to be so vague that the man who} 


makes one can disown it without 
losing his personal dignity or be- 
traying the fear of his masters. 
There were many such offers from 
the central powers in the last war. 
There have been offers from Ger- 
many, not necessarily from Hitler, 
during the present war.

Ru- 
dolf Hess, a little earlier, made 
a sensational parachute landing in 
Scotland, bearing a peace 
Bitter resentment is felt by 
leaders against the British 
ligence Service for its refusal to 
allow Hess to return home; and 
against all sorts of other people 
for their refusal to regard the 
Russians ,as more dangerous ene- 
mies than the Germans. Then 
there was the Ruhr industrialist, 
Baron Julius Oppenheimer, who 
was making strange compromise 
peace suggestions in Stockholm a 
few month ago.

Because they are little men and average only about 
five feet, five or five feet six inches in height, the Japanese 
use a smaller gun and a smaller bayonet than the Americans 
or the Australians or the Canadians.
